The grand march 


When stock arrived the plant was 
unloaded into the storeroom. From 
there had hauled through 
double-doors and down ramp the 
folder. After folding, the sections were 
carted the gathering table where they 
were gathered and then sewed. From 
the sewing machine they were moved 


After the wall had been eliminated, new machines installed, and the entire plant re-designed 
let work flow through unimpeded physical obstructions and traffic other work. 
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the smashing machine and then 
across the room the cutter. For glu- 
ing the backs, the trimmed sections 
again had travel across the room. 

The rounding and backing machine 
was located close the glue pot. The 
table upon which the back-lining, super- 
ing and headbanding was done adjoined 
the rounder and backer.

30-foot table, transferred an- 
other table from which they were 
placed their covers and then between 
press-boards dry. 

These last three operations were the 
only ones which there was mini- 
mum handling although was 
tiring job shove the books across 
the table the place where they were 
cased-in.

Once the books had dried 
they were taken out 
moved across the aisle table, in- 
had jackets put on, and then 
were wrapped packages for ship- 
ment.

Strictly speaking this 
definition creasing. 

Scoring means actual cutting 
the sheet fibres, part way through the 
sheet. 


Creasing means merely indenting the 
sheet the required width and depth 
provide fold lines. that sense the 
Rosback Co., manufacturers 
such machinery, have provided the ac- 
companying illustrations point 
reference and clarification.

Within these limitations 
being done realize the continuous production flow that 
book manufacturers dream about. 

this end the Dexter and Florez engineers have 
stressed the adoption the continuous flow 
their new design and developments. is, they claim, the 
only solution greater speed and the same time the 
simplest adjust and maintain and thus superior the 
reciprocating type machinery.

hes its place just like sheet-fed (reciprocating) and web-fed

The new Dexter-de Florez building-in machine conforms 
this principle.

For the 
latter, quoted two contradictory re- 
views, one book reviewer who con- 
demned its typography most heartily, 
another Ladislav Sutnar praising the 
typography and expressiveness.

The desperate shortage perfecting 
press time which plagued the publish- 
ing production staffs prior Christmas 
was large part due the phenome- 
nal demand for the Revised Standard 
Version the Holy Bible, published 
Thomas Nelson Sons. spite the 
elaborate arrangements involving many 
leading book manufacturers including 
Riverside (see B&BP August 53) 
which had been made secure ade- 
quate supply copies, the demand far 
outstripped the production available. 
Nelson even had call the perfect- 
ing press facilities competing pub- 
lisher, World Publishing Co., help 
satisfy the demand after publication. 
one time President William McCul- 
ley Nelson had more book manufac- 
turers working the Bible than 
could count his fingers. Nelson’s own 
bindery Philadelphia, which 
helps producing large amount 
the leather bound demand, has still 
more than 200,000 orders fill and had 
call similarly equipped binders 
augment its own labor shortage. 

While the Oxford University Press’ 
Pocket Scofield Bible with its nearly 
one million words and 1,368 pages can 
match statistics, except for its size, with 
any the above mentioned books, its 
innovations, although also induced 
market conditions, led into entirely 
new field book production. Never 
before, far known, has book 
been printed offset ultra-thin Bible 
paper. 

“Why can’t have pocket edition 
the Scofield?” had become all-too- 
familiar chant Mrs. Ella Oelrich 
her many years head Oxford’s 
Bible production department. 

sure, would have been easy 
set, print, and bind pocket edition, 
but impossible price competitively 
Bibles published other publishers 
equitably the regular and handy- 
sized edition the Scofield. The Sco- 
field, Oxford copyright, distinguishes 
itself mechanically from other Bibles 
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French, composing-room foreman the Riverside Press, looks over the begin- 
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that its composition studded with in- 
numerable superior reference figures 
addition customary variations 
Bible typography. make-up differs 
that its two columns per page strad- 
dle narrow column containing refer- 
ences the superior figures the ad- 
joining text. Frequently full page width 
notations are also set the bottom 
the page. Any resetting and make-up 
this sort would have priced the book 
far beyond the market was reach. 
This impossibility was resolved when 
offset represented the ingenuity 
Albert Teller, vice-president Rob- 
ert Teller Sons Dorner, N.Y.C., and 
the facilities his firm demonstrated 
their ability use ultra-thin Bible 
paper offset presses. Some years 
before, Mrs. Oelrich explained, Tellers 
had done excellent job for Oxford 
reproducing trade book which sud- 
denly sprung back into demand after 
the plates had been destroyed. The suc- 
cessful results achieved then raised the 
possibility using thinner paper with 
the same process, but was not until 
years later when Tellers produced 
commercial job E.F. stock that 
Mrs. Oelrich decided press the issue 
asking for the use 20# even 17# 
Bible stock. Some three thousand 
pounds paper experiments later the 
right opacity, color, bulk, and body 
were found particularly with the help 
the Ecusta Paper Corp., and their 
New York agent, Paper Corporation 
United States. 

The press equipment selected for the 
run Tellers adaptation Hoe offset 
press constructed work perfect- 
ing press. far back 1917 Tellers 
started build its own presses this 
type with the aid Hoe and machin- 
ery firm named Hall. Five these 
presses are now use, sixth under 
construction the printer’s own shop. 
Tellers prefer these standard perfect- 
ing offset presses now the market. 
One the perfecting presses made 
two Potter offset presses, prede- 
cessors the present Harris press line. 

The pull paper through offset 
press harder than letterpress 
where only the printing surface touches 
the paper instead being squeezed 
tween two blankets. Strength and 
cient resistance dampness were thus 
additional factors the selection the 
Ecusta Paper.

Presses were run 
greatly reduced speeds averaging from 
1,000 1,800 sheets per hour over the 
many days the run. Spoilage was 
minimal, said Mrs. Oelrich; and 
had not been for the craftsmanship-like 
interest the pressmen headed 
Alois Will, who postponed his vacation 
complete the job, the books might 
never have appeared September. 
Over 700,000 impressions were regis- 
tered accounting for 64-page forms 
and one 32. 

The use offset also necessitated 
certain changes binding operations. 
Coming off letterpress unit, Bible 
stock delivered slit into two thirty- 
two page forms and slit also the cen- 
ter the upper and lower half the 
sheet register with the folder pins 
peculiar Bible folders. With offset 
slitting this type was impossible. 
Sheets came off the press their full 
64-page format. 

Prior consultation among the binder, 
printer, and publisher had resulted 
establishing specified edge guide. 
The binder used jogging the sheets 
for the cut into 32s. However, the same 
humidity that plagued the printer also 
troubled the binder hand jogging the 
64-page lifts, small they were, into 
uniform pile. For this reason the sec- 
ond guide edge created the cut was 
off for some sheets the second pile. 
This discrepancy which 
eveness folding dictated careful in- 
spection policy. 

The sewing was performed with silk 
thread Smyth machines and finished 
off with whipstitching the first and 
signatures. Gilding, cas- 
ing-in etc., were performed manually 
the expert craftsmen Tapley 
Long Island City, who have 
handled Oxford’s Bible binding for the 
past ten years. Most these same men 
and their equipment worked Oxford 
Bibles before that the Methodists’ 
Book Bindery Dobbs Ferry, Y.. 
which was absorbed Tapley. Aside 
from being smaller, the book measures 
354 thick, the con- 
form the recognized quality Oxford 
Bible style including variations from 
Dupont Fabrikoid Genuine Morocco 
various colors, priced $8.50 
$13.50. 

Even the endsheets supplied through 
George Robinson Hobson Miller Pa- 
per Co., N.Y.C., conform their em- 
bossing and color the binding spe- 
cified Oxford. The colors either 
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match complement the binding and 
are coated. 


Typeface 


was lucky that way back 1909 
when the first Scofield Bible 
duced typeface suitable reduction 
was chosen. records available today 
give any hint its name origin. The 
reduction, however, perfect, Mrs. 
rich said, thanks Triggs Color Print- 
ing Co.’s proficiency pulling repro- 
duction proofs, their careful inspection 
them, and their facilities correct 
any impairments such broken letters. 

The proofs were pulled from original 
molds which still serve masters for 
the regular-sized edition and which 
turn have served make 
proofs for the line engravings used 
printing the handy-sized edition, and 
served similarly now for the offset plate 
maker. The proofs were pulled 8-up 
press save time, although Triggs does 
have special reproduction proof press 
available for less voluminous jobs. 

Triggs’ special methods for produc- 
tion reproduction proofs was de- 
scribed Fred Triggs, follows: 
use Kromekote stock for two rea- 
sons: very absorbent and thus 
requires lighter impression than other 
stocks would with the result that finer, 
neater definition the print material 
registered; the camera the whiter 
whiteness Kromekote contrast 
special jet black—twice black 
others—ink use requires only half 
the exposure usually used this 
eliminates the need for spotting. 

For this job, Triggs reported, many 
broken letters necessitated considerable 
retouching the art staff. The clean, 
neat appearance and the easy readabili- 
the much-reduced typography 
the Bible perhaps the best testimony 
their artistry. Compared the regu- 
lar edition the typography none the 
worse spite all the manipulations. 
If, however, upon perusal

‘em square 


Plates blocked square—a little thing 
but one which causes infinite amount 
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trouble press, especially regis- 
ter work, and expensive addition 
the printer’s bill! Re-blocking ex- 
pensive and time-consuming, too, the 
middle pressruns, and makeshift ar- 
rangements, while they may get the job 
through, are usually unsatisfactory. It’s 
hard trim tiny wedge wood from 
plate twist the plate the block, 
and takes time, too. 

The much heralded advances the 
mechanics printing have still not yet 
come with simple way printing 
delicate halftone island sea 
solids. matter how you adjust foun- 
tain keys, have job preventing 
flood the halftone, and starvation 
the solids, vice Watch your 
copy, Reinfeld advised. 


Engravers’ proofs seldom match the 
printed job, because the nature 
the conditions under which they are 
pulled, and the equipment. Slow, even- 
pressed proofs from hand press, 
even power proof press, are never the 
same production samples from 
high speed press with wet ink. 


double-takes 


Don’t confuse your jacket printer with 
double-takes, that is, double sets 
proofs (progressive course), one be- 
fore corrections have been made, the 
other after. there’s been change 
color definition some parts the 
plate, and the printer has been working 
match the first set proofs, won’t 
much toward your program cost 
reduction for him discover that he’s 
been working with the wrong set 
proofs. they are register proofs, 
sure take new proofs each plate! 

Fluorescent light may have been the 
end your eye strain your 
friendly relations with your jacket 
printer, after you’ve bounced back 
few sets proofs for color approval. 
claiming that they’re all wet (they may 
just that) when the facts are that 
fluorescent lights tend distort colors, 
particularly the red magenta 
plate, which tends look blacker 
such light. Try agree set 
standards which you will both meas- 
ure color. 


printer likes get boxful 
plates, completely devoid any proofs, 
instructions, markings. When you 
get your proofs after such event, 
probably pull your hair, and 
yowl. least sure that the plate 


for each color properly marked for 
that color the back. 


Watch register 


It’s frequently economical cut down 
old jacket plates for re-use slimmed 
down version earlier book. Never- 
prepared for poor register 
trimmed edges. The saw blade and its 
work doesn’t actually help those dots. 

Completely drawn specifications 
are great boon the printer. thus 
knows exactly what’s wanted, and can 
ahead without supervision. 

Place jobs far advance prac- 
ticable, for rush jobs are usually 
headache for all concerned, cost over- 
time pay, and wreck carefully built-up 
press schedules. 

small thing, but the final stages, 
sure your proofreading accurate, 
save re-runs spoiled work.

Check your printer type faces 
available before specifying; plan the 
sheet use all the available space 
thereon (illustrations, special tips, ad- 
vertising material can ofttimes in- 
cluded); hand separations the ar- 
tist, done painstakingly can often 
save the more expensive engraver’s 
process separation techniques. some 
difficult work, advisable let the 
printer order the engraving. 


Copy hints 


Keep artwork and lettering separate 
copy sheets, possible, case there 
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are changes made later, thus 
avoiding expensive remakes the art- 
work. Blue-and-black copy create 
problem for the engraver, for diffi- 
cult get the blue tint out the 
black, and vice versa. 

Comparing advantages the two 
leading printing processes, Triggs held 
that letterpress was best for metallic 
colors, for imprint changes, and 
course, was simpler handle the 
furnishing proofs. Offset, however, 
faster the platemaking stage, 
ideal for longer pressruns, and the 
work can crowded closer together 
the sheet, because the absence 
the need allow bevels, etc., between 
plates. Angling type much easier, 
too. 

Departing from the jacket field brief- 
ly, Triggs cited how well this process 
works book cloth (see B&BP Nov. 
and Dec. 52, 63). 

New films make the process function 
even better, especially when making 
new plates from old negatives. 

Splits can made either way the 
jacket, but the horizontal split the 
simplest.

EVOLUTION TEXTBOOKS 


Both the historical background and the 
physical evolution the textbook were 
thoroughly explored the January 
meeting the Textbook Clinic, Ameri- 
can Institute Graphic Arts, held 
the Seventh Regiment Armory dining 
room. 

Livengood, veteran American 
Book Co., editor, traced the origins 
the modern textbook back 813 Eu- 
rope, while Arthur Thompson (Bell 
Laboratories) analyzed the changes 
the physical appearance the high 
school textbook over the past half cen- 
tury. exhibit books collected for 
this purpose will display the 
AIGA headquarters shortly. 

opening the meeting, Stanley Rice, 
chairman the clinic, asked and an- 
swered the inquiry why one should 
look backward the past. his opin- 
ion was because the evolution the 
textbook parallels the history poli- 
tics, art and science, and thus affords 
picture the changing times. 

The elements the construction 
the textbook have not changed radical- 
ly, declared Thompson, because the 
state manufacturing specifications and 
the gigantic economic risks issuing 
new edition.

This form was echoed the first 
American textbook, the New England 
Primer, which appeared 1690, and 
was promptly re-edited the Puritans 
adopt less worldly sense demon- 
stration. Yet 1849, 100,000 copies 
had been sold. 


Birth the blue-back 


Hornbooks and samplers remained 
large segment the tools learning 
for many years, and imported texts 
brought local booksellers, added 
the scene. But when Noah Webster 
became dissatisfied with one these 
last, and brought out his Grammatical 
Institute The English Language, 
which the first part became the Webster 
blue-backed speller, book was born 
which was rival the Bible. 1818, 
over 5,000,000 copies had been sold, 
and late 1880, still sold over 
million copies year. American Book 
Co., added Livengood, its current own- 
ers, sold 1,371 last year. 

The first important American geog- 
raphy was written the father 
Samuel Morse, inventor the 
graph, but was not until the end 
the 19th century that really good one 
appeared, and only within the past dec- 
ade, have they been truly streamlined. 


1836, came the McGuffey reader, 
which has rivalled Webster ever since. 
estimated that 125,000,000 copies 
have been sold date, and this fig- 
ure, 400 reprints were sold American 
Book Co. last year! 


concluding, Livengood commented 
the cost textbook production 
estimating that the cost issuing 
new basal series today would equiva- 
lent the entire production cost 
list 200 titles, years ago. 


Popular education and its spread, the 
end personal education, has opened 
the path for the modern textbook, 
which, Livengood concluded, hoped 
that designers would heed the fallacy 
that the larger the type, the easier 
read. Actually, this discourages read- 
ing rather than stimulating it. 


NATIONAL BOOK AWARDS 


The only industry-wide honors the 
book publishing field, the National 
Book Awards, were awarded last month 
the most distinguished books fic- 
tion, nonfiction, and poetry written 
American authors and published the 
preceding year. The fourth annual 
awards were presented Ralph Ellison 
for his first novel, “Invisible Man,” 
Bernard DeVoto for “The Course 
Empire,” and Archibald MacLeish 
for “Collected Poems, 1917-1952.” 

Gold medals were presented the 
winning authors ceremony the 
Hotel Commodore attended over 500 
authors, critics, and others the pub- 
lishing world.
